The big cherry crop in the 
East Jordan area stands to be a 
near total loss if owners fail to 
get more pickers or if the area 
does not get rain. 


Alex Sinclair, of. the East Jor- 
dan Canning Company, said 
Wednesday that the area needs 
800 more pickers immediately 
before the hot weather dries the 
cherries on the trees. 


“Tf we can’t get more pick- 
ers,” Sinclair said, “then we'll 
need a quick rain to save the 
crop from burning up.” 


Six hundred pickers have been 
hired in East Jordan area or- 
chards, according -to Sinclair. 
But he added that 300 more are 
in immediate demand. 


Growers have about an 80 
percent crop _ this year, it was 
said. 


Picking will last for at least . 


three more weeks. Those wishing 
to aid in picking may call Sin- 
clair at the East Jordan Canning 
Company. He will advise pick- 


. ers of those orchards most: in 


need of help. 


Warn Residents 
About Permit 
To Set Fires 


.The Fire Department is call- 


ing attention to all residents of 


the City to the fact that the ex- 
isting state and local fire regu- 
lations require anyone setting a 


grass, rubbish, or other type of © 


fire must first obtain a permit 
from the fire chief. 


Penalties are provided for any 
ene who does not obtain such a 
permit and offenders will be 
prosecuted, it was said. 


Existing state and local re- 
gulations also provide that when 
a person has set a fire which 
gets out of control and requires 
the attention of the Fire Depart- 
ment, that person can be requir- 
ed to pay the cost of the depart- 
ment call. 


The department officials said: 
“We are sure that you are all 
aware that the long dry spell 
this summer makes fires of any 
kind particularly dangerous to 
all surrounding property. It is 
therefore necessary that fire re- 
gulations be stringently enfor- 
ced in order to protect all of our 
residents.”

Most of the nation is sched- 
uled for hotter-than-usual wea- 
ther from now until mid-August, 
long-range forecasters of the Un- 
ited States weather bureau said 
Monday. 

The only exceptions they fore 
see are the southeast and the 
far west, where temperatures are 
expected to eee below nor- 
mal. 


The central plains and Great 
lakes regions will be especially 
hotter than normal, the weath- 
ermen forecast. 


Precipitation is expected to 
exceed normal in the southeast 
and northwest sectors of the na- 
tion. Below normal amounts. are 
anticipated in a broad zone ex- 
tending from New England ~ 
southwestward through the mid- 
dle Mississippi valley to the cen- 
tral plains. Elsewhere, near nor- 
mal precipitation is forecast.

More than 500 residents of the 
East Jordan Rural Agricultural 
district number 2, voted in a spe- 
cial school election Monday with 
the greatest majority approving 
construction of a $400,000 grade 
building. 

On the proposition to increase 
the tax limitation by 814- mills 
over and above the 15 mill limit- 
ation, there were 373 Yes votes 
compared to 161 No. 

On the proposition to borrow 
$410,000 and issue bonds for 
that amount, there were 365 Yes 
votes and 152 No.

OBSERVERS said the large 
Yes vote reflected the general 
city wide desire to improve the 
community and the general area 
wide up turn in employment and 
better financial situation. 

The substantial turn out of vo- 
ters (537) revealed the wide in- 
terest in the proposition. Only 
four ballots were thrown out due 
to improper marking. 

The school vote was somewhat 
cutstanding in northern Michi- 
gan at this time since several 
communities have recently turn- 
ed down propositions to cons- 
truct gyms, additional class- 
rooms or entire schools,

VARIOUS tell-tale signs show how business and other activities 
have inereaséd in northern Michigan this summer. 

Traffic across the straits is up over last year, volume of spending 
is up, and the number of summer vacationists are increasing. Com- 
mercial shipping activities on the Great Lakes is also over last year. 

To June ist, commercial shipping was up 11,000,000 tons over 
the same period last year; Fourth of July traffic was 7.3 percent 
higher across the straits than last year; for the first half of this 
year 17,840 more cars crossed the straits compared to the same per- 
iod last year.

THE LARGEST, most comprehensive study of Michigan foreign 
trade has been launched by the Library of Congress in Washington. 
_The federal study is to further the economic. health of the state. 
With the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway, it is expected this 
study will be followed with keen interest by those in northern Mich- 
igan.
